>I would like to see a VE-issued, temporary callsign that allows operation 
>at the earned level of achievement, or a subset - say just VHF privileges, 
>until the actual ticket arrives. The callsigns could be of a unique 
>format, something like "WT9876AB"; where "WT" or WN" correspond to Tech or 
>Novice; "9876" corresponds to a specific VE session & is assigned in 
>blocks by the VEC organization. The format provides an expiration code 
>derived from the specifc VE session - say, the last day of the 3rd month 
>following the session. The local examiners retain the particulars on the 
>call/name/address/date. Another format is fine if there's a problem with 
>this one. 


Actually, I think a system similar to this is being considered. In a recent 
W5YI Report (one of the most useful ham publications I receive, sorry ARRL, 
I like QST too, but I read W5YI Report as soon as I get it), there was an 
article about the system that the FCC is looking at. Generally, once the 
person passed and had a CSCE in his possession, he could actually USE the 
license immediately. The temporary callsign would be two letters (like KN) 


followed by the number for his group (ie, 1 in MA, 9 in IN, etc), followed 
by his three initials. So, as an example, mine would be something like 
KNIDLS (or KNIDLC, if you want to get real picky....). 


I haven't heard yet if/when this will be implemented, but there were indications 


that it could happen as soon as the fall time.
